Bicycle registration slated for Friday

If your bicycle is stolen the 
chances of getting it back are 
pretty slim. 

Even when a stolen bicycle is 
recovered by police only about 5 
percent are, identified -and 
claimed by their owners, said 
Granite City Patrolman Curt 
Walkenbach, community rela- 
tions officer. 

To help remedy this situation 
and identify recovered bicycles, 
a bicycle registration day. is 
scheduled from noon until 5 p.m, 
Friday at all area police 
stations. 

All children who own bicycles 
are invited to bring their bikes 
to the Pontoon Beach, Venice, 
Madison or Granite City police 
departments, where the drivers 
license number of a parent, or 
the individual adult, will be 
etched onto the bike. 

Through the license number, 
the owner of a recovered bicycle 
can be traced quickly by police. 

Police Capt. Harold Denham 
of Pontoon Beach twice was able 
to identify bicycles belonging to 
his children — the bicycles were 
stolen “here and recovered else- 


where — because the bikes were 
numbered, he said. 

Prosecution of an alleged thief 
also is more likely when an iden- 
tifiable bicycle is recovered in 
somecees possession, it was not- 


More than 100 bicycles have 
been reported stolen in Granite 
City this year, Walkenbach said 
Friday.. Some are expensive, 
worth $150 and more, he said. 

About 30 recovered bikes, each 
tagged with the date and loca- 
tion of where the bicycle was 
found or turned over to lice, 
are housed in a special lockup 
area waiti for their-owners to 
come and identify them. 

Chained together and leaning 
against a wall in the lockup 
were two bicycles. They 
appeared to have been dragged 
from wherever they legitimately 
belonged and then dumped when 
the chain lock could not be dis- 
lodged. 

Many of the unclaimed 
machines probably were stolen 
outside Granite City, ridden into 
the community and then left in 
alleys or on vacant lots whén the 
thief no longer had use for them, 
Walkenbach s; ulated.

months before being donated to 
orphanages and children’s homes 
outside the immediate area.

575,000 Illinois tax refunds 
now in the mail to taxpayers 


SPRINGFIELD — If you're 
still waiting for the state to give 
back what it owes you, you're in 
good company and may not have 
to wait much longer. 

At least 575,000 state income 
tax refund checks were mailed 
this week, said Rick Davis of the 
state comptroller’s office. 

Those were for refund approy- 
als sent over by the Ilhnois 
Department of Revenue on June 
19. They sparked litical con- 
troversy because © comptrol- 
ler’s office claimed the state 
cidn’t have enough in the bank 
to pay them before the fiscal 
year ended on June 30. 


The governor’s office alleged 
Comptroller Roland Burris sat 
on them to drive up the end-of- 
fiscal-year balance to bolster his 

sition that tax hikes advocated 
yy the govgnmor weren’t needed. 


At any rate, that batch of 
checks has now been processed 
and was delivered to the post 
office on July 21, Davis said. 


In the past two weeks, about 
one million more refund approv- 
als have come over from the 
Department of Revenue, he 
added. 

He said the checks will be pro- 
cessed at the rate of about 75,000 


a day and all of them should be 
mailed by mid-August. _ 

Revenue spokeswoman Veren- 
da Smith said refunds have now 
been authorized by that office 
for all individual income y- 
ers who filed by the April 15 
deadline. 

Davis said about 1.4 million 
refund checks, about half the 
total, were sent out earlier 
(before June 19). 

Smith conceded Revenue was 
much speedier in processing 
returns and getting out refunds 
last year because of a priority 
by the former director.

so it did take longer, she said. 


At the same time, she 
acknowledged there was a push 
by the Internal Revenue Service 
this year to get federal income 
tax refund checks our earlier.

The average individual state 
income tax refund is ‘about $81, 
she said, about the same as last 
year.

Aiello allegedly ‘‘engaged in a 
series of acts resulting in the 
gross neglect of residents.” 

The residents are still alive, 
Dickmann said. 

Three residents were named 
for whom Aiello allegedly failed 
to provide adequate care. The 
lack of care allegedly resulted in 
physical injuries to the resi- 
dents.

are included in a regional com- 
parison. 

The comparisons are based on 
average charges by hospitals 
during a six-month period. The 
comparisons revealed extreme 
differences in some medical 
costs among the hospitals. 

For example, St. Elizabeth 
charges about $10,200 for treat- 
ment of a stroke, according to 
the guide. That figure is about 
$4,500 more than this region's 
average for treatment of a 
stroke. 

But St. Elizabeth charges con- 
siderably less for medical back 
foSeeeretog than do most other 
ospitals in the area. 7 

In most categories, St. Eliza- 
beth _is.near_or lower than 
regional averages. 

There are four general reasons 
a hospital- would charge more or 
less than other hospitals, Plo- 
mann said. 

She said higher charges on 
some illnesses often reflect: 

(1) Patients at one hospital 
who are consistantly diagnosed 
as having more medical compli-

“flashy;'’ but deserves res) 
for his education and con 
Astorian is one of the most high- 
ly _regardéd law enforcement 
officials in Madison County and 
in the Granite City Police 
Department, Cruse explains. 

One of the things Cruse likes 
about Astorian is the chief’s 
approach to work.

St. Elizabeth Presidént Ted 
Eilerman said one reason for the 
high figure in the stroke catego- 
ry is that the hospital maintains 
a comprehensive heart care pro- 


- gram, which includes rehabilita- 


tion therapy as well as emergen- 
cy care. He said few area 
hospitals offer such a program 
and many people who need ther- 
apy after a stroke are referred 
to St. Elizabeth. 

Specialized Programs offered 
by hospitals cost more because 
of equipment and staff expertise, 
said Eilerman. He also said the 
hospital and its doctors provide 
about: $1.5 million in ‘‘charita- 
ble’ care for patients who can- 
not pay for emergency services 
and do not have insurance. 

“We take anybody” in emer- 
gency cases, Eilerman said. “It 
tends to make the costs a little 
higher.” 

Unlike other hospitals that 
treat indigents in emergencies; 
such as Centreville Township 
Hospital, St. Elizabeth does not 
receive tax money. 


“Our quality could stand 
against anybody in metro St. 
Louis,”’ Eilerman said. 

Eilerman questioned the use- 
fulness and accuracy of the cost 
comparisons. 

“[ don’t want to be known as 
a low-cost provider,”’ Eilerman 
said. “It’s not like paying for a 
toothbrush or a box of cereal. It 
involves competency and profes- 
sionalism.”* 


He said the comparisons do 
not include types of services a 
hospital offers and the averages 
are flawed because the sample 
was taken from too short a time

Jewish Hospital gets grant to 
research fractures among elderly

This year some 247,000 older 
Americans, most of them women, 
will suffer debilitating hip

known as thinning of e bone 
mass. Despite an increasingly 
calcium-conscious public, 8 per- 
cent of women who are 35 years 
old or older can expect someday 
to endure a fractured hip. 

These statistics were cited at 
a recent Jewish Hospital press 
conference announcing a $5 mil- 
lion grant for research into the 
causes and prevention of hip 
fractures among the elderly. Dr. 
William A. Peck, physician-in. 
chief; said Jewish Hospital will 
supervise the five-year study, 
funded by the National Institu- 
tion On Aging. 

“Hip fractures are a major 
public -health problem,’’ said 
Peck, a professor at the Wash- 
ington University School of Med- 
icine. He said mortality ranges 
up to 15 percent in the first year 
after a fracture and the annual 
cost of treatment runs as high as 
$6 billion. 

“We know that osteoporosis 
affects nearly everyone over 
85," Peck said. ‘‘What we don’t 
yet understand is how all the 
risk factors combine to cause 
trauma, usually a fall and frac-

To;achieve this understanding, 
Jewish Hospital has assembled a 
team of experts, including bios-.

B veterans are those with some 
income, but who cannot pay for 
care. Category C includes those 
who have above a_ certain 
income and resource level, and 
who will be required to pay for a 
portion of their medical care. 
Their payment is tied to the 
Medicare deductible. 

Categorization makes it easier 
for the VA to eliminate care for 
categories of veterans. While the 
veterans groups were assured 
that no attempt would be made 
to single out a class of veterans, 
the administration’s fiscal 1988 
budget called for the elimination 
of funding of care for Category 
C veterans. The proposal was 
turned down by the. Congress, 
but no one believes the assault is 
over. 

When the American Legion 
opposed the new budget rules, it 
was not reacting in a knee-jerk 
manner. Legion volunteers and 
professional staff visit the VA 
medical facilities. They know 
that non-service connected disa- 
bled veterans in VA medical 
centers are the poorest, sickest, 
and lest of the veteran popula- 
tion. ie rules themselves will 
not change the mix in the VA 
hospitals, but they can discour- 
age veterans from seeking the 
only care available to them. 

The legislation also provides 
for the VA to collect from health 
insurance companies, if a veter- 
an has health insurance. The 
Legion was willing to stake its 
reputation on the assumption 
that old, sick, and poor veterans 
did not have health insurance. 

A Legion survey of more than 
8,000 veterans last fall showed 
that 73 percent had no insurance 
at all, and 82 percent of those 
with insurance did not carry 
major medical coverage. 

The VA estimated a return to 
the general fund of the U.S. 
Treasury (not to the VA) of hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars from 
these new rules. The agency pre- 
dicted ‘that insurance reimburse- 
ments alone would bring in $65 
million during this fiscal year, 
and $250 million in fiscal 1988. At 
the agency’s current rate of*col- 
lection for the first half of fiscal 
1987, it might see $9 million go 
into’ the. general fund — not to 
reimburse the VA. 
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Collection an billing and 
managing the new paperwork 
are going to be expensive, and it 
might just cost a veteran the 
kind of quality health care. one 
expects from the VA. A bill col- 
lector is a poor substitute for an 
X-ray lab technician, ang the VA 
will save no money if it is forced 
to hire both. 

The Legion had been request- 
ing a profile of the VA’s medical 
clientele for years, but the agen- 
cy would not provide—one. 
Strangely, now the VA ig able to 
provide such a profile) and it 
reads as if it were written by an 
enemy of the new regime: 94 
percent of the veterans are in 
Category A — 3 percent are in 
Category B — 3 percent are in 
Category C. 

But, the damage has been 
done. Veterans who must prove 
their inability to pay are resent- 
ful, and that resentment may 
lead to their giving up hope 
altogheter. If even one Category 
A veteran does not seek help 
because of a mountain of paper- 
work, then the VA has failed 
miserably. 

The VA has added insult to 
injury by eliminating reimburse- 
ment for a_portion of travel 
expense involved in traveling to 
a_remote hospital for all non-ser- 
vice disabled veterans, and the 
amount paid to other veterans 
has been all but eliminated. 

The image of the panhandling 
veteran was common in the 
1920s. Veterans of World War I 
were seen as malcontents, and 
were often the butt of some 
unfortunate jokes. The American 
Legion worked to estabiish the 
VA to serve the nation’s 
veterans, and to let them main- 
tain their dignity. Now, those 
few veterans who seek VA medi- 
cal care because they have no 
other option may feel that.a ben- 
efit they earned has been 
snatched from them. 

Their fates should not be left 
to the whims of a Congress seek- 
ing to save phony dollars, or an 
agency. trying to comply with 
worthless guidelines. If needy 
veterans are denied care, their 
service is demeaned, and that 
would be a national tragedy.

In 1945, uhions represented 
nearly 36 percent of the private 
sector workforce; today less 
than 18 percent. Twenty years 
ago, union represented about 80 
percent of construction workers; 
uneder 30 percent now. 

It is no gréat secret: why’ the 
unions haye fallen from.favor 
with workers. As the American 
economy has come of age, work- 
ers have become more sophisti- 
cated about economics and our 
country’s need to compete in the 
world marketplace. They recog- 
nize that the ‘traditional antago- 
nism between management and 
labor will no longer serve their 
interests; that we are all in this 
together and must learn to coop- 
erate. 

But the unions remain oblivi- 
ous to this change. To para- 
phrase Tallyrand, they have 
learned nothing and forgotten 
nothing. They still demand 
restrictive work rules and exor- 
bitant pay increases unrelated to 
advances in productivity. Most

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important, they remain deter- 
mined to foster bitterness and 
distrust between management 
and labor. 


Because of their intransigence, 
the unions have steadily lost 
favor with the rank-and file. If 
the unions were wise, they would 
adapt to changing conditions and 
attitudes and broaden their 
appeal to modern workers with 
more enlightened _ policies 
Instead, they are trying to brow- 
beat Congress into changing 
labor laws to coerce more work- 
ers into union ranks. 

At issue is proposed“legislation 
(HLR. 281 in the House; S 492 in 
the Senate) that would outlaw 
double-breasting, sometimes 
called dual shop operations. A 
dual shop is a company that 
operates both union and_non- 
union operations in different 
places. Making dual shops illegal 
would require a company with 
one union contract to extend that 
contract to all of its employees. 


The effect would be to force 
non-union construction workers 
now employed in many ‘‘open 
shop” firms to join unions in non 
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Right-to-Work states, or to go! 
through union hiring halls .in? 
Right-to-Work states. It would 
increase picketing and secondary 
boycotts; drive up construction ; 
costs, especially for commercial 
and industrial projects; deny 
contractors the flexibility they 
need to operate in different labor 
environments; decrease competi- 
tion; destablize labor relations 
and existing collective bargain- 
ing relationships; and dictate: - 
terms of existing and future 
labor contracts by injecting Con- 
gress into the collective bargain- 
ing process. 





But perhaps the absolutely 
worst result of this ill-considered 
legislation would be to reward 


the unions for their incompé- 
tence. The world is changing and: 
all of us — management, labor 


and unions — must change with 
it. Until the unions get their act 
together and come to terms with 
the 20th century, their ranks will 
continue to dissipate and rightly 
so. It would be morally wrong 
and economically suicidal for 
Congress to pull their irons out 
of the fire.

I asked scholar Ralph New- 
man, ‘‘Why is it that biogra- 
phers. have been so fascinated by 
Abraham Lincoln?"’ 

In any collection of quotations, 
the fat chapter is comprised of 
Lincoln's often safe and some- 
times colorful observations. 

Allowing for the inevitable 
friction where ‘‘clever sayings" 
erroneously get attributed to 
famous people, there are none- 
theless a disproportionate num- 
ber-of true stories by and about 
“Honest Abe.’’ How come? 

The closest Newman and I 
could figure is that Lincoln had 
no telephone. 

Lincoln wrote to one Lydia 
Bixby to console her on the 
death of five sons in the war. We 
know he‘did because we have his 
letter: ‘‘Dear Madam, I just feel 
how weak and fruitless must be 
any words of mine which should 
attempt to beguile you from the 
grief of a loss so overwhelm- 


































































































ing.”” 

Fina “Linco telephoned that 
message — though his words 
might have been altogether as 
eloquent and compassionate — 
wed have no record of it. 

Those days things were writ- 
ten down. 

Biographer Jim Beaver says it 
is easier.to gather information 
for a primary source biography 
of Beethoven or DaVinci than it 
is of someone born in this centu- 
ry. He too concurs it’s because 
they “‘never had a telephone.”’ 

The recent congressional hear- 
ings relating to the Contra-versy 
demonstrate that most of the 
testimony consists of what some- 
body said to somebody. Indeed, 
what little was written was 
shredded. 

More than enough has_ been 
said about the avalanche of 
paper generated by the sciences 
each year. 

. _ Ev word spoken from the 
floor of Congress, worthy or not, 
is preserved for posterity. 

But what's missing these days 
— what we will not likely ever 
see again — are the love letters 
of the Brownings. 

Nor will we have access to 
Boswell's insight into Johnson. 
Or Mark Twain’s letters. 

My wife sometimes keeps me 
in line by threatening to publish 
verses I wrote to her during sep- 
arations before we married. She 
recalls icularly, ‘Polynesian 
Moonlight Through a Venetian 
Blind.’”

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Soviets builds ominous power in Pacific to rival U.

. An arms race about which too 
little has been is build- 
ing up in the Pacific between the 
Soviet Union and the United 
States. This ominous competition 
shows no sign of abating. 

The phe Siion: — ni now 
has iggest navy in the 
has, oe preparing for war in 
the Pacific against the United 
States, a’ statement that could 
not have been made a decade 
ago. This is not to say that the 
Soviet Union is actively seeking 
to engage this country in battle. 
But it is moving to assert its 
hegemony over the Pacific 
Basin. 


< One is reminded of Otto Van 
Bismarck’s rhetorical question 
-and reply: ‘Do I want war? Of 


course not. I want victory.” In 
ot words, there are ways to 
win without fighting — for exam- 
ple, through dation by an 
overwhelming arms program. 

Yet only books and-journals 
devoted to military atrateyy. 
have taken much note of the 
Pacific as an arena of potential 
conflict or reported fully on the 
Soviet arms buildup there. 

The foreward to the authorita- 
tive British annual ‘Jane’s 
Fighting Ships” .says that the 
Soviet military presence in the 
Pacific far exceeds what would 
be regarded by any objective 
observer as fulfilling legitimate 
defense needs. 

If to this Soviet order of battle 
are added the not inconsiderable 
military forces of North Korea, 
Mongolia and Vietnam, there is 


little question that Communist 
powers now have numerical 
superiority, at least in conven- 
tional wea) and troops, in 
and around the Pacific, And that 
superiority today threatens, first 
of all, Japan and South Korea 
and other militarily_under- 
powered Pacific rim countries: 
Thailand, Taiwan, Indonesia, 
Singapore, Malaysia, Pakistan 
and the Phillippines. 

In the last 20 years, there has 
been a major shift in the naval 
balance in the Pacific in favor of 
the Soviets. The Soviet Pacific 
fleet, according to a Japanese 
defense agency estimate, now 
consists of an astounding 820 
ships compared to the 212 ships 
of the U.S. Pacific fleet. 

This in itself is an "extraordi- 


nary development in Soviet mili- - 


— 
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tary history. 

Under czarist rule, and_for 
decades after the Bolshevik Rev- 
olution, the USSR was content to 
project its military power over 

ind into contiguous areas such 
as Eastern Europe. The Russian 
navy, which was virtually anni- 
hilated in May 1905 by the Japa- 
nese in the Battle of Tsushima 
Straits, was never regarded as a 
serious strategic asset. 

Yet 31 years later, the Soviet 
Union has become a naval power 
second to none. 

Inthe words of Soviet Adm. of 
the Fleet Sergei Gorshkov, the 
Soviet navy is to be used’ “‘for 
purposes of demonstrating the 
economic and military might of 
our state beyond its borders.”’ 

In a recent’ Pravda article, 
Gorshkov said that the Soviet 


navy ‘‘now follows a policy of 
interdicting. the aggressive 
desi of the impext lists and 
blocking their military adven- 
tures.’’’ Adgn. Robert Long, com- 
mander-in-chief of U.S. forces in 
the Pacific, has said that 
“whereas the United States 
could once deter the Soviets 
globally by. itself, we can no lon- 
ger go it alone.” 

In the Atlantic and Mediterra- 
nean, America can_call on the 
naval power of Britain and 
France to help confront the Soyi- 
et fleet. There is no third naval 
power in the Pacific, and little 
likelihood that there will be 
since any proposed expansion of 
Japanese military power beyond 
present geographical limits 
frightens other members of the 
Association of Southeast Nations,

or ASEAN, who remember what, 
Japanese occupation meant dur- 
ing World War II. Nor doés™ 
Japan seem inclined to increase™, 
military spending, despite U.S- 


pressure. 

Nevertheless, recently, Japa- 
nese Prime Minister Yasuhiro 
Nakasone said that the Japanese. 
people were “gravely concerned 
about the Soviet military build- - 
up” near Japan. 

According to Paul Nitze, “the

In fact, many Japa- 
nese chose to stay and hundreds 
of Japanese-Americans. residing 
in States unaffected by President 
Roosevelts’ order asked for, and 
were given, permission to enter 
these camps for the duration of 
the war.

JACL (Japanese-American Citi- 
zens League) that gave two tes- 
timonial dinners to honor. Dillon 
S. Myer (director of WRA) fol- 
lowing. the way are now promot- 
ing House and Senate bills 
HR442 and $1009. that would 
require U.S. taxpayers to apolo- 
gize and pay $20,000 to each 
“survivor”? of these camps. This 
would include the 6,000. children 
born in the camps, the 5,000 Jap- 
anese who renouced U:S. citizen- 
ship and the 4,724 who left for 
Japan — some to join Janans’ 
military ‘forces. More astonising 
is a case before the Supréme 
Court in which the JACL is seek- 
ing the right to sue the U.S; for 
$25 billion because of hte evacu- 
ation. y 

I urge Senate Simon and the 

ublic to read The Concentration 

‘amp Conspiracy: A Second 
Pearl Harbor,. by Lillian Baker 
and The Japanese Evacuation 
1942-It Had To Be So, by’ Shonin 
Yamashita. Urgency is neces- 
sary. JACL has already’ suc- 
ceeded at having plaques placed 
at the camp sites in California 
referring to them as ‘‘concentra- 
tion camps.” The facts must not 
be distorted. the money- this. grop 
seeks will come from our 
already ravaged tax pockets. 

At no other time, during the 
same or any ‘other: war, sa 
nation_given such protection at 
such great mse. to resident 
aliens with which that country 
was at war. Could we even begin 
to compensate the families of 
Americans who fought an’ died 
during that war? I believe we 
owe no apology. I urge everyone 
to learn the facts and write their

-“Under the program, the county 
will use revenues from a tort lia- 
bility tax to build up a reserve 
fund from which expenses of the 
program and liability claims will 
paid. The tax is already col- 
jetted to pay insurance premi- 
ums, 


<laims which the county could 
not pay with money in reserve 
would have to be offset through 
a higher tax. 

Committee member Harold 
Byers, D-Highland, said the 
committee had considered many 
liability insurance options before 
recommending self-insurance. 

Byers said the county had only 
$66,000 in claims last’ year and 


only $6,800 the year before. The. 
county levied $1.2 million in tax- 
es for the tort liability fund for 
1986 and $1.6 million in 1985. The 
1986 levy for taxes payable this 
year resulted in a tax rate ‘of 
8.48 cents per $100 assessed 4 
ation. 

Byers discounted the fear of 
large claims. If the county. had 
to pay such a claim, it would 
wind up without insurance, he 
argued, because “‘the insurance 
companies would drop us any- 
way, or raise premiums so high 
we can’t afford them.” 

Board member William Haine, 
D-Alton, also a member of the 
Central Services Committee, 
objected strenuously to the plan. 

“This is not self-insurance; 
this is no insurance,” Haine 
said. By adopting the program, 
“you are rolling the dice with 
somebody ese’s money,’’ he told 
the board.\‘‘We can win that

He said the county was offered 
a program for the coming year 
at a premium of about $377,000, 
compared to a premium of about 
$500,000 for similar coverage the 
past year.

He urged the board to stick 
with the previous “conservative 
approach.’’ 

Board member Alan Dunstan, 
D-Troy, said the cost of liability 
insurance is falling and that the 
county needs protection against 
unusually large lesses. 

But board member Herschel 
Beane, R-Godfrey, said the pre- 
miums buy very little coverage. 
Beane said.the deductible, which 
would be absorbed by the coun- 


ty, is $500,000 and the coveragq\— 


limit is $2 million. 

“We are on the right track. 
We're a large enough county to 
do it,’ said Beane.

Home & garden 
Gardeners: Be alert to signs 
plants can’t take the heat 


Hopefully, the summer of 1987 
won’t be a repeat 1980. However, 
temperatures already have been 
abnormally high, so it’s a good 
idea for gardeners to be pre- 
pared for the possibility of plant 
troubles. 

Gardeners should be aware of 
common hot-weather problems 
and alert to their signs. 

Touch the leaves of any plant 
that is outdoors in full sunlight. 
You will find that it is even hot- 
ter than the air temperature. 
That is because of transpiration. 
Through transpiration, a plant 
loses water, and the water loss 
cools the plant’s tissue. 

Although many variables, such 
as wind and humidity, affect a 
plant’s temperatures, a plant in 
the shade is able to reduce its 
leaf temperature by 6 to 3 
degrees on a hot day. In a sunny 
location, even with the action of 
transpiration, a_ plant cannot 
reduce heat buildup, and leaf 
temperatures become even 
higher if a plant wilts because of 
reduced transpiration, drought, 
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disease or a root problem. 

As plant tissue temperatures 
rise, several forms of damage 
may appear. The most common 
result of heat and transpiration 
reduction is leaf scorch. It can 
occur in plants that need cool 
temperatures even though they 
have adequate moisture. 

At first, leaf scorch may 
appear as some type of blight. 
But actually, it results from 
moisture stress within the leaf, 
which is usually associated with 
high leaf temperature. In other 
words, a plant loses water from 
the leaf faster than it can be 
replaced, so the tissue dies. The 
higher the temperatures, the 
greater the damage. Leaf scorch 
normally shows as browning of 
leaf tissue along the leaf mar- 
gins or between the leaf veins. 
These areas are farthest from 
the moisture replacement areas 
along the leaf vein. 

When this problem arises, 
watering plants should be the 
first-consideration. But if plants 
have been well-watered, the 
problem may be due to a root 
system that did not develop fully 
because of transplanting or dis- 
ease. If this is the case, look for 
another way to reduce leaf tem- 
perature and water loss. 

If plants are small, a_struc- 
ture to provide shade during the 
heat of the day may be benefi- 
cial. It may be a burlap screen. 


Tree trunks may be wrappéd to 
keep them cooler and prevent 
sunscald. Look for the first signs 
of damage by insects or disease 
that could further inhibit plant 
recovery. In hot, dry weather, 
some pests — spider mites and 
thrips, for instance — multiply 
rapidly. Prompt control is neces- 
sary. 


Excessive heat may also 
cause sunscald on leaves, partic- 
ularly on plants“ needing shade 
or semishade. If planted in a 
location where they receive 
some sun, the plants may suffer 
more. Plants will normally 
recover if kept watered and fer- 
tilized, but growth for the season 
can be reduced. 


In the vegetable garden, high 
temperatures can also interfere 
with pollination, and“plants such 
as. tomato and pepper may stop 
setting fruit until cooler temper- 
atures return. 


Flowering of perennials and 
roses may be reduced in hot 
weather. Plants should survive, 
however. If you grow plants 
native to cool climates and want 
to help ‘them survive intense 
heat, mist over them several 
times during the hottest part of 
the day, if possible. This will 
help cool the foliage during its 
exposure to the intense afternoon 
summer sun.

Revival of country decorating 
means it’s drying time again 


The romantic renaissance of 
the country look has brought 
with -it_a-return of the craft of 
drying flowers. 

In home decorating, dried 
flowers can re-create the gentle 
beauty ofa bygone era. They 
can be used in bouquets, pressed 
flower pictures or potpourri, or 
on hats, wreaths, Kissing balls, 
shadow boxes, hearth brooms, 
Shaker boxes, window ornaments 
or door swags. 

Many of the common annuals, 
such as zinnias and marigolds, 
are readily dried. Bedding 
Plants Inc., an educational 
group that distributes informa- 
tion on flower and vegetable gar- 
dening, suggests you also look 
for transplants of everlasting 
flowers. These are the ones most 
often used-in dried-flower craft- 
ing. They almost dry them- 
selves, they’re so easy. 

Some of the names of everlast- 
ings to look for .include straw- 
flower, globe amaranth, cocks- 
comb (both crested and 
plumed), statice, baby’s breath, 
money plant, Chinese lantern, 
and bells-of-Ireland. Plus, there 
are three with unprounceable 
Latin names and no common 
name: ammobium, helipterum 
and xeranthemum. Take them 
home and give them names you 
can live with, like Harry or Flor- 
ence. | 

The various ornamental 
grasses, love-in-a-mist seedpods, 
blue sage (and it’s white-flow- 
ered variation), larkspur and 
yarrow are also dried easily. 

All of the above flowers and 
plants are air dried. This merely 
involves cutting them when the 
dew is gone, tying several stems 


together with string or pipe 
cleaner after the leaves are 
removed and hanging ina cool, 
dry, dark, well-ventilated place. 
Drying time will vary; check 
how they feel after a week or so. 
When they feel crisp, take them 
down and store in boxes or 
paper bags. 

Most of these can be used just 

as they are, but strawflowers 
and a few others will need wire 
stems to use them in bouquets. 
To wire, cut off the flower stem 
and thread a length of 20-gauge 
florist wire through the center. 
Make a 2-inch hairpin bend at 
the top, and gently pull it 
through the center of the flower. 
Wire the new stem with floral 
tape. 
Preserving other garden flow- 
ers uires a drying agent. Use 
sand, fresh kitty litter, a white 
cornmeal-and-borax mixture, or, 
for best results, silica gel. This 
is commercially available and 
sold under several different 
trade names at garden centers. 

Pick flowers in the middle of 
the day and cut stems'% to 1 
inch long. Fill the bottom of a 
flat dish or cardboard box with 1 
inch of the drying agent. Put in 
the flowers. Flat flowers like 
daisies or pansies_are usually 
best placed face down. Most of 
the flowers: with many petals 
like zinnias, marigolds, calendu 
las, mums and aster do better 
facing up. Experimenting is the 
only solution. Spikes of flowers 
like snapdragons ‘and scarlet 
sage are placed horizontally. 
Now, carefully add more drying 
agent until the flowers are com- 
pletely covered. 

The drying time varies, but 


check after several ‘days. Dry: 
petals will feel like paper. Store 
in boxes with a little silica gel to 
absorb moisture in ‘the. air. If 
using in arrangements, wire the 
stems just like the strawflowers. | 


The drying’ agent: progess can 
be speeded wit 
oven. Prepare a few flowers at a 
time in a small dish. Put this in 
the microwave along with a cup 
of water. ‘Cook’. on medium for 
10 seconds to 3 minutes, depend-* 
ing on the thickness of the flow- 
er. Again, you must experiment 
with timing because conditions 
are so variable. After microwav- 
ing, allow to cool in the drying 
agent for a few hours up'to a 
day or so. 


Flowers with flat faces like 
pansies, petunias, violas and dai- 
sies are good to press and use 
for decorating stationery, book- 
marks or place mats or for mak- 
ing pictures. Simply place flow- 
ers between pheets: at blotting 

rand put in a flower press 
or weight down with bricks or 
books. Check them after a week. 
Fern fronds are also good for 
pressing. 


Potpourris are made by drying 
petals on screens or trays ina 
dehydrator, gas oven with a pilot 
light, or electric oven on the 
Towest setting. Rose petals make 
up the bulk of the mixture, with 
other flowers, herbs, spices and 
citrus peels adding additional 
fragrance and color. To enhance 
the scent, add 10 drops or so of 
an essential oil and 3 table- 
Spoons of ground orris root as a 
fixative to each quart of dried 
material.

Today, this portrait is the only 
object in the White House that 
was in the original “President's 
House.”’. 

Dolly also managed to save 
her red velvet curtains and some 
“silver plate. But she had to leave 
behind most of her lavish ward- 
robe. ‘‘What Mrs. Madison 
wore’’ was fashion. Guests at 
her imaginative and unceasing 
parties were invited without 
regard to political philosophy. 

Dolly herself never comment- 
ed on political matters and mod- 
estly admitted to her husband, 
“T am not much of a politician.’’ 
But- everybody loved Dolly, and 
some of her popularity inevita- 
bly rubbed off on James Madi- 
son. 

Alike in their devotion to their 
husbands, Martha Washington, 
Abigail Adams and Dolly Madi- 
son were all women of their 
time -but distinctly different per- 
sonalities. And each created a 
mold filled by some memorable 
first ladies who followed them. 

‘The dutiful Martha Washing- 











ton had spiritual heirs in sunny 

Lucy Hayes, a temperance advo- 

cate and one of best-loved 

women of the White House, and 

in Mamie Eisenhower, another 
ell-loved first lady. 

“I have but one career, and 
name is Ike,’’ Mamie once 
said, ‘Mrs. Ike,” said the presi- 
dent, ‘‘refused to get involved in 
public life herself.” 

Abigail Adams, who gave her 
husband the benefit of her intel- 
lect, had soul sisters in Sarah 
Polk, Edith Wilson and Bess 
Truman. 

During his term of office 

(1845-1849), James Polk ran the 
country with his wife, a_confi- 
dante and co-worker in all 
aspects of governing. ‘‘None but 
Sarah knew so intimately my 
Private affairs,’ Polk said. As 
efitted a ‘“‘perfect lady’? (her 
highest compliment), Sarah Polk 
gave her husband credit for 
everything. 

The second Mrs. Wilson was a 

rfect Southern lady who took 
it upon herself to manage the 
presidency for some months 
when Woodrow Wilson was par- 
tially paralyzed by a stroke in 
1919.

He consulted the 
“Boss”? about using the atom 
bomb, about the value of the 
Marshall Plan to rebuild Europe 
and about whether to fight in 
Korea. “‘L discussed all of them 
with her. Why not?’’ 

President John F. Kennedy 
once noted: “‘A man marries a 
woman, not a first lady. If he 
becomes president, she must fit 
her own personality into her own 
concept of a first lady’s role.” 

Like Dolly Madison, Jacque- 
line Kennedy*set the style for a 
nation. American women wanted 
the ‘“‘Jackie loak’’ in their 
clothes and hairdos. Her glitter- 
ing, non-political: White House 
parties created trends in party- 
giving and focused new attention 
on the arts. 

Jacqueline Kennedy, like Dol- 
ly; was mindful of ‘history and 
made millions of Americans 
aware of the historical nec y 
of preserving America’s ‘‘first 
home”’ — the White House. 

“It would be a sacrilege mere- 
ly to ‘redecorate’ it — a word I 
hate. It must be restored — and 
that has nothing to do with deco- 
ration. That is_a question of 
scholarship.” She conceived the 
first White House guidebook, 
and, thanks to her, the Whtie 
House has museum status to 
protect it, a curator to advise it 
and an active historical associa- 
tion. 

The ladies of the White House 
followed familiar 18th- and 19th- 
century pathways well into the 
20th. 

Lou Hoover — a brilliant 
woman who had majored in 
geology at Stanford, spoke Chi- 
nese plus four more languages 
and ‘had seen the world — was 
an honorable heir to Martha 
Washington. Lou supported Her- 
bert Hoover and dedicated her- 
self to the Girl Scouts. 

Her successor, called by one 
disgruntled soul ‘‘an unscrupu- 
lous Girl Scout,’’ was the st 
first lady to take full advanfage 
of the 20th century. Eleanor Roo- 
sevelt added a new power to the 
example of Martha Washington,

Eleanor Roosevelt broke first- 
lady precedents by holding press 
conferences, iving: lectures, 
writing a syndicated daily col- 
umn and making radio broad- 
casts addressing the critical 
issues facing an America in 
depression and at war. 

Eleanor expressed controver- 
sial opinions, sometimes differ 
ing with FDR. She traveled 
everywhere, showing her con- 
cern for people — logging 40,000
